Chiltern Railways secures funding for multi-storey car park 

£10m BOOST

A MULTI-STOREY car park could 
open near Banbury Station next year 
after cash was secured for the proj¬ 
ect. 

Chiltern Railways has got £10.4m for the 
four-storey car park, to provide 707 extra 
spaces from November next year. 

It would go on land next to the Royal 
Mail sorting office and the firm's control 
centre with a footbridge linking it to the 
station. 

Cherwell District Council has yet to 
make a final decision on the plans. 

It hopes the plan will aid the expected 
loss of 376 spaces around the Tramway 
Industrial Estate when leases expire next 
summer. 

The cash has come from Network Rail, 
the Department for Transport and the 
Association of Train Operating Companies. 

Chiltern Railways said the number of 
people using the station had risen by 14 
per cent this year. 

Business development director Graham 
Cross said: "As the station grows in popu¬ 
larity, we are committed to providing our 
customers with the best travel experience 
and finding a long-term car park solution is 
a key part of this." 

It will encourage more to travel by train, 
he added. 

Network Rail managing director for net¬ 
work operations Robin Gisby said: "This is 
a great example of the rail industry working 
together to improve the passenger experi¬ 
ence without increasing the burden on the 
taxpayer."

DIRECT train services 
between Oxford and Strat¬ 
ford-upon-Avon could be 
restored, raising hopes of a 
major tourism boost to the 
city's economy. 

The Government has said it 
will consider approving a rein¬ 
stated link between the two sta¬ 
tions as part of a deal to run the 
Great Western franchise from 
2013 to 2028. 

It is hoped the move would be 
a major boost to city tourism, 
although there are also fears it 
could see more visitors bypass 
Oxford in favour of Shakes¬ 
peare's birthplace. 

The link was closed in 2004 
when the Government opted for 
Chi Item Railways to run trains to 
the historic Warwickshire town 
from London Marylebone via 
High Wycombe and Banbury. 

This replaced the previous 
Thames Trains service along the 
Greater Western line from 
Paddington via Reading, Didcot 
and Oxford, a route that linked 
the two tourism hotspots.

As a result, passengers from 
Oxford have to change at 
Banbury or Leamington Spa to 
get to Stratford. 

But a Department for 
Transport tender document says 
it will consider reviving the link 
"following review of sugges¬ 
tions" from train companies. 

The bidders for the franchise 
are current operator First Group, 
Stagecoach, National Express 
and Arriva, the parent company 
of both Chiltern and Cross- 
Country Trains. 

None would comment on 
whether they would back the 
reopening of the link, as the ten¬ 
dering process has now begun.

move would benefit tourists. 

He said: "They are both tourist 
centres. "I'm sure there would be 
more demand for it." 

The move would also free up 
Oxford station as fewer trains 
would terminate there, he said. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
deputy leader Rodney Rose, 
responsible for transport, said: 
"Anything that helps to get peo¬ 
ple on to rail and buses at the 
moment has to be a good thing." 

Yet the Conservative said: "It 
won't enhance Oxford city 
tourism. My guess is it would take 
people out to Stratford rather 
than bring them to Oxford." 

The Banbury Cake asked 
Chiltern Railways if the re-open¬ 
ing of the Great Western franchise 


would compromise its service. 

In a statement, business devel¬ 
opment director Graham Cross 
said: "We see investment in the 
railways as a good thing for pas¬ 
sengers and the UK economy." 

The bidding process opened 
last week and closes on October 
25. The winner will be 
announced in March. 

A Department for Transport 
spokesman said: "A number of 
other options which could help 
to improve local services have 
been included which potential 
operators are invited to consider 
and provide pricing for so they 
can be taken forward if a value 
for money solution is provided 
and local funding is available."

■ Union chiefs raise concerns of impact on services 

Jobs lost and wards 
to dose in NHS cuts

BED-BLOCKING wards could be 
closed and jobs have been lost 
because of £49m of cuts to the coun¬ 
ty's hospitals budgets. 

The Oxford University Hospitals Trust 
(OUH), which includes Banbury's Horton 
Hodsital, must make £160m of savings - 
about five per cent of its total budget - 
over the next four years. 

OUH chief executive Sir Jonathan 
Michael outlined plans to cut the budget 
by £49m over the next year alone in an 
interview in June. 

It was revealed this will include £3.6m 
saved by closing wards, £2.5m of job cuts, 
including compulsory redundancies, and 
£3.2m from changes to nursing rotas on 
adult wards. 

But fears have been raised the swingeing 
cuts could put patient care into jeopardy. 

Kelvin Aubrey, regional organiser for 
Unison Health, said the hospital's hand 
had been forced by a Government drive to 
slash £20bn from the cost of the NHS. 

The £2.5m job losses are part of a 'high- 
cost post review', which has already shed 
47 management posts. 

This includes four compulsory redun¬ 
dancies and 20 voluntary redundancies. 

The trust said the remaining 23 posts 
had been removed through normal

turnover and vacancy, from a workforce of 
around 11,000. The OUH says those are 
the only job losses included in the £49m 
savings plan, so frontline medical staff 
have been protected so far. 

The ward closures are expected to hit 
the 'escalation wards', set up to help with 
a surge in the number of 'bed blockers'. 

These are patients who were well 
enough to leave hospital, but whose ongo¬ 
ing care had not yet been arranged. 

The OUH has yet to confirm which ones 
will close, or how many. 

Dr Peter Skolar is chairman of the coun¬ 
try's watchdog the health overview and 
scrutiny committee. He believed the hos¬ 
pital would not close the wards unless it 
could. He said: "What would they do with 
the patients? They wouldn't just turn them 
away. The numbers are coming down, and 
they are being moved out of the JR." 

Nursing rotas on the adult ward will see 
a two-hour handover 'window' for nurses 
on early and late shifts, reduce to one hour 
in a move the trust said will save £3.2m. 
Unison member Ian McKendrick warned 
the move would mean there were fewer 
available nurses.

Tenth of tax discounts 


are false, says council

COUNCIL bosses are "stag¬ 
gered" after finding 10 per 
cent of Cherwell council tax 
discounts are questionable 
or fraudulent. 

Some 264 people were found 
to be wrongly claiming the sin¬ 
gle person council tax discount, 
which offers 25 per cent off bills. 

They have now been ordered 
to pay the cash back, a move that 
is set to net council, fire and 
police chiefs about £100,000. 

A further 1,500 
are being asked to 
justify their dis¬ 
counts. 

It follows an 
investigation by 
Cherwell District 
Council (CDC) - 
which collects bills - 
and support services 
firm Capita. 

Council records 
were credit checked 
through agency 
Experian and house¬ 
holders were asked

Cherwell lead 
member for financial 
management Ken 
Atack said: "This is a 
staggering amount of 
money we have 
been able to recover. 


"There might be further cases 
of fraud out there and we will 
continue investigating until we 
uncover them all. 

"While I accept that some 
people will not have intended to 
cheat the system, there were cer¬ 
tainly plenty more who did." 

It means the council will get 
about an extra £100,000 a year 
from those who are now no 
longer claiming the discount. 

All 17,138 single person dis¬ 
counts were checked after a 
November call by CDC for peo¬ 
ple to own up yielded just 42 in 
two months. They were told to 
pay cash back. 

Subsequent checks found 100 
more householders who were 
claiming the wrong discount, 
putting some out of pocket. 

A council spokesman said: "A 
further 1,500 claimants could 
face further investigation if they 


do not provide evidence that 
their claims are valid." 

He warned householders face 
court action as a last resort. No 
prosecutions have taken place so 
far. A total of 59,400 household¬ 
ers pay council tax in the district. 

Although the council collects 
the cash, it only gets a small 
amount of it: for example, eight 
per cent or £123.50 on a band D 
home this year. 

Most of the cash, 76 per cent, 
or £1161.71 on a band D, goes 
to Oxfordshire County Council. 

It runs services including 
schools, social services and the 
fire service. 

Thames Valley Police gets 10 
per cent of the bill, £154.30 on a 
band D this year. The rest goes to 
town and parish councils. 

County cabinet member for 
finance and police authority 
member Kieron Mallon said: 
"This is a significant amount of 
money, which will hopefully 
help keep council tax bills low. 

"It is great to see the district 
council being vigilant and chas¬ 
ing up fraudulent claims. 

"Of course, any money that is 
recovered goes into the council 
tax pot to help councils and the 
policy authority with their budg¬ 
ets." 

Of the £13.9m CDC had to 
raise this financial year, £7.7m 
came from the Government and 
£6.2m came from the council 
tax.

Bees struggle to get enough nectar leaving hive owners struggling 


Honey haul falls due to 


the washout weather

HONEY producers in Oxfordshire 
have been left with a bitter taste in 
their mouths following this summer's 
washout weather. 

Torrential showers have washed pollen 
and nectar out of blossoms, and foraging 
bees have been left struggling. 

Ged Marshall is managing director of 
British Honey Producers, and a bee keep¬ 
er at Oakfield Honey Farm, at Steeple 
Claydon, near Bicester, where he has 200 
hives. 

Normally he would expect to have col¬ 
lected almost ten tonnes of honey by this 
point in the year, and so far he has three. 

He said: "This is the worst or second 
worst year I have seen in 30. I have had a 
lot of new customers asking me for honey 
and there is none. 

"Basically it's just down to the weather. 
The old adage is 'rain produces honey, 
and sunshine lets the bees go and get it'. 

"This year it is going to be difficult to 
get hold of British honey. If you get your 
honey from a local beekeeper, he is likely 
to run out sooner than normal." 

But he added supermarkets mostly sold 
non-British honey, and were unlikely to 
be severely affected. 

Bees find food by sending out scouts 
who then return and communicate their 
findings to other bees in the colony 
through a complex "waggle dance". 

Beekeepers look at the numbers com-

ing in and out. If they are going out and 
coming back purposefully, this is a good 
indicator that they are finding pollen and 
nectar. 

Phil Sharman, from Middle Barton, has 
been keeping bees for three years and is 
vice president of the Oxfordshire 
Beekeepers' Association. 

The 64-year-old said: "The amount of 


forage they are bringing back is reduced, 
and they tend not to like flying in the rain. 

"They bring in two types of food, nectar 
and pollen, which both get washed away 
by the rain if the flowers are getting 
doused regularly. 

"The bees use nectar to make honey 
and pollen is necessary for them to build 
their brood." 


Bees consume nectar and add enzymes 
to it to "reduce" it, producing concentrat¬ 
ed honey, which is regurgitated and then 
kept fresh by sealing it in wax capsules. 

In recent years bees have been facing a 
number of threats, including colony col¬ 
lapse disorder, caused by parasitic mites, 
and invasion by Asian hornets, which can 
destroy whole colonies.

for trial. 

The six-week trial, prosecuted by Jeremy 
Carter-Manning QC, was set for December 
13 at Bicester Magistrates' Court. A review 
hearing will be held at Oxford Magistrates' 
Court on November 7.

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Platform for fight 
against HS2 plan 

■ Date is set for legal challenge on rail link

A DATE has been set for a series 
of legal challenges against a 
planned high-speed rail line that 
would cut through Oxfordshire. 

Five separate legal challenges to 
the Government's £33bn HS2 proj¬ 
ect will be heard in the High Court 
from December 3. 

The week-long series of hearings 
will look at allegations the 
Government failed to consult prop¬ 
erly and based its approval for the 
line on inadequate environmental 
information. The London- 
Birmingham link would cut across 
north-east Oxfordshire between 
Finmere and Mixbury. 

Conservative-controlled Cherwell 
District Council is among 18 local 
authorities that form the 51m group 
to challenge the plans. 

Four other challenges are being 
made by action groups and busi¬ 
nesses. There was anger among 
campaigners this month when min¬ 
isters revealed 414 responses had 
been lost.

Cherwell lead member for plan¬ 
ning Michael Gibbard, Cherwell's 
lead member for planning, said: "It 
beggars belief that so many consul¬ 
tation responses were lost, especial¬ 
ly as ours was both sent by post and 
hand delivered to the Department 
for Transport in London. 

"This mistake reinforces the need 
for the judicial review." 

Martin Tett, 51m chairman, said: 


"We took the decision to go down 
the legal route with great reluctance 
but we still feel the Government left 
us with no alternative." 

A Department for Transport 
spokesman said: "All decisions on 
HS2 have been taken lawfully and 
freely and work is continuing as 
planned. 

"We welcome the fact that a clear 
timetable has been set." 


Police praised for handover to new elected law chief 


THAMES Valley Police Authority is 
well placed to hand the reins to an 
elected law and order chief, 
according to a government report. 

Her Majesty's Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC) praised the 
authority for work towards elected 
police and crime commissioners. 

The commissioners will be 
accountable to the public and are 
aimed at ensuring residents have a 
greater say in policing. 

The HMIC said the authority has 
"sound planning arrangements" for 


the November transition. A transition 
plan has "clear ownership and 
accountability". It said: "Police are 
to be commended for their 
commitment and professionalism." 

Elections take place on 
November 15 and the authority, 
which meets in public every month, 
will be abolished on November 22. 

Earlier this year, Tory hopeful 
Keiron Mai Ion, county councillor 
for Banbury's Easington ward - who 
has a conviction for assault - stood 
down from the race after 


discovering Home Office rules 
disqualify those guilty of an offence 
that could result in prison. 

Authority chief executive Paul 
Hammond said: "Whilst there is still 
more work to do, it is good to 
receive positive feedback." 

The proposal - which was in the 
coalition agreement of 2010 - has 
proved controversial, with some 
fearing it will politicise the police. 

Candidates announced so far 
include Labour's Tim Starkey and 
Conservative Anthony Stansfeld.

U P to 20,000 folk-rock 
fans today start 
arriving at the county's 
longest-running festival 
- continuing a ritual 
begun in the hazy 1970s. 

With tankards clipped to belts, 
penny whistles in pockets and 
guitars slung over backs, they will 
pitch up in a usually sleepy north 
Oxfordshire village - the name of 
which has become synonymous 
with this gathering - Cropredy. 

Founded, and still run, by the 
band Fairport Convention, the event 
is one of the festival-world's greatest 
survivors - with punters coming 
back year after year for a heady mix 
of real ale, banter and good music. 

Whatever you do though, do not 
call Fairport's Cropredy Convention 
a folk festival. "It is more than that," 
says festival director Gareth 
Williams, who organises the event 
with Fairport members Simon Nicol 
and Dave Pegg. 

"It may tug a respectful forelock 
to the folk-rock tradition, but it is a 
music festival. And the line-up is 
great - with 22 artists, and 
something for everyone." 

And he's right. While Fairport 
headline the Saturday, the rest of 
the bill is more diverse than ever. 
Tonight's line-up features big-band 
folk-punks Bellowhead and is 
headlined by 1980s pop act 
Squeeze, tomorrow features 
Ireland's Saw Doctors and singer 



songwriter Joan Armatrading, while 
Saturday boasts Dr Hook's Dennis 
Locorriere, and '80s pop sensation 
Big Country. 

"There are plenty of young 
bands, too," says Gareth. "We have 
Ellen and the Escapades, Brother & 
Bones and BBC Young Folk Award 
winners, loscaid. 

"At Cropredy that the big hit of 
the festival is often someone you've 
never seen before." 

But it is Fairport Convention, and 
the band's former members, who 
will remain the big draw - 
particularly in this, their 45th 
anniversary year. The band book- 
end the festival - opening with an 
acoustic set today and rounding off 
with their three-hour closing show 
on Saturday.

Founder member Richard 
Thompson, widely regarded as one 
of the world's best guitarists, plays 
tomorrow (Friday), while vintage 
Fairporters Ashley Hutchings, Dave 
Swarbrick, Dave Mattacks, Jerry 
Donahue and Martin Allcock will 
also be playing over the weekend. 
As will some of their children - 
among them Kami Thompson and 
Kristina Donahue and Ashley 
Hutchings' son Blair Dunlop. 

"Fairport put their name to the 
festival so it's only fair they welcome 
people to it - which they will do at 
4pm," says Gareth. "There will also 
be a very crowded stage for their 
closing set. Oh, and Richard has a 
few surprises of his own." 

Gareth is confident the festival 
will be a success - with slightly 
lower ticket sales buoyed over the 
weekend by a good walk-up from 
local people. "We are not immune 
to the things which have hit other 
festivals," he says. The weather is 
the single most important factor - 
though the site is in good shape. 

But we have had people say they 
would love to come but are 
volunteering or have tickets to the 
Olympics, and are missing the 
festival for the first time in 30 years." 

He adds: "People who live close 
by will leave it to the last minute so 
they can look to the skies and see 
what the weather is doing - like I 
would. But I am sure they will 
come. And they will all be able to 
buy a ticket on the gate."

So the witch gives Merida an 
enchanted cake and when Queen 
Elinor takes a bite, she 
metamorphoses into a bear: the 
same animal which cleaved off King 
Fergus's left leg.

BANBURY'S Prodrive Mini World 
Rally Championship team will not 
be competing in the Rally GB this 
year. 

Driver Dani Sordo has completed a 
successful two-day test in the Mosel 
Valley this week ahead of Rally 
Germany and the team are increasingly 
confident they can challenge at the 
head of the field for the Trier-based 
event in three weeks.
